This new art form gathers 4 foljoy. 
ing slowly, but surely. Alreaq, it 
has devoted bands of enthusiag< 
everywhere, and when we cap have 
performances so good as those of 
the fifteen ladies who compose thc 
choir, its larger Dublin audience 
cannot be far away.
